Nth., who 
has made un unusual success In the 
funning of a \«*ry unpromising tw en ­ 
ty acre tract. 
The ow ner cam** from 
Switzerland ten years ego, worked out 
uutil tic Mired $275, when he tniugbt 
the tract in question for $12.50 an 
acre, ami it was conceded to lie the 
poorest land in the neigh bor ho* si. cov­ 
ered with brush and small trees. 
Ile 
cleaned it up and developed it along 
intensive lutes uutil today he has It 
all paid for. h neat house on it. with 
stone basem ent burn aud other out­ 
buildings, and Im* been offered $2,500 
for It. 
Ile has lately 
mad** three 
pleasure trips to Colorado aud *i**ut 
three months of last year in Switzer 
land. 
His annual net revenue from 
this small tract uierages $ LOCKA 
The 
methods which the ow ner follows tire 
of etqteeiHl interest. 
T he laud is kept 
busy from spring until full. 
At the 
last cultivation of potatoes corn is 
planted between the rows, 
In this 
way a full crop of i>otutoe* is secured 
aud a fair crop of corn. 
As big ii as 
700 bushels of |*otutoes aud seventy- 
five bushels of corn to the acre have 
been grown In (bis wa} 
The corn 
usually has to be h«»ed once, but the 
potato vines so nearly cover the ground 
that not much working of th** com Is 
required. 
By the time the com needs 
the ground the i*otuioes are rli»e. while 
the coni is lu the shock (adore it is 
time to dig the potatoes. 
Sometimes 
part of the potato pa Icb m are sown 
with millet or sorghum before the last 
cultivation, this making a good crop 
of feed and out hurting tile potatoes. 
The onion pa to bee also grow corn and 
melons. 
In the orchard, which com­ 
prises eight acres, small fruits, pota 
toes aud truck are reined, 
The farm 
is situated seven miles from a town of 
2.000 people, and the reader will see 
at a glance that this must mean low 
prices aud heavy eip en ae In hauling. 
W hat he might do with Hie same trai t 
or one of ten te rs e located within two 
miles of a city of 29.000 it would not 
be difficult to forecast, 
In speaking 
of his work the ow ner says; “ I think 
I huve found a remedy for hard times. 
Any man can pick up ten or twenty 
acres. 
On ten acres he can make a 
liviug; on tw enty acres he can get 
rich. 
I ca n ’t understand why a man 
will live In a city and work for wages 
that do not give him a fair living when 
be can wulk out a hundred miles or so 
and get a farm like mine and he inde­ 
pendent.”
